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MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW

RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  advanced  on  most  livestock  classes 
at  midwest  markets  with  trading  fairly  active 
and  demand  good.  Active  trading  and  higher 
prices  on  dressed  meats  contributed  to  the 
upturns.  Prime  slaughter  steers  closed  25-50^ 
higher  for  the  week  at  Chicago  with  other 
grades  50#-$1.50  up.  At  other  midwest  ter- 
minals fed  steers  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher. 
Barrows  and  gilts  sold  25-75 £  higher  over  most 
of  the  area.  Slaughter  lamb  prices  advanced 
25*-$1.00. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  A  smaller 
than  normal  increase  in  cattle  marketings 
following  the  holidays  resulted  in  the  small- 
est receipts  at  12  markets  for  the  first 
week  in  any  year  since  1951.  The  moderate 
run  of  cattle  last  week  reflected  the  end  of 
selling  for  tax  purposes  in  the  last  quarter 
of  1959,  plus  a  wait-and-see  attitude  on  the 
part  of  some  producers  in  view  of  peace  in 
the  steel  industry.  Supplies  were  only 
slightly  less  than  in  the  first  full  week 
last  year,  however.  Prices  were  quick  to  re- 
flect the  smaller  than  normal  supply  increase 
following  two  weeks  of  small  receipts  dur- 
ing the  holidays,  particularly  when  dressed 
beef  prices  were  substantially  higher.  Slaugh- 
ter steers  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher,  large- 
ly 50£-$1.00  higher  at  most  markets  with 
Choice  up  as  much  as  $1.50  in  Chicago  where 
the  steer  price  upturn  was  the  greatest  for 
any  week  since  last  March.  Heifers  also  sold 
steady  to  $1.00  higher,  mainly  50-75 tf  higher, 
and  the  average  selling  price  of  heifers 
exceeded  the  steer  average  in  Omaha  for  the 
first  time  since  last  June.  Bulk  of  the  steer 
and  heifer  supply  graded  Good  and  Choice  with 
the  percentage  of  high-Choice  and  Prime  some- 
what reduced  in  Chicago  where  the  average 
weight  of  steers  climbed  to  1168#,  heaviest 
in  four  months.  From  7-20  percent  of  re- 
ceipts were  cows,  up  somewhat  from  the  pre- 
vious week.  Cows  trended  irregularly,  fin- 
ishing steady  to  50£  higher  at  Kansas  City, 
St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards  and  Indian- 
apolis but  otherwise  steady  to  50^  lower  with 
some  off  as  much  as  $1.00  in  Chicago.  Bulls 
steady  to  50#  higher  except  for  a  $1.00  ad- 
vance in  Omaha,  while  vealers  sold  steady  to 
$2.00  higher. 

A  load  high-Choice  and  Prime  1150# 
slaughter  steers  $28.00  in  Kansas  City,  high- 
est since  October,  while  a  load  mostly  Prime 
1225#  weights  in  Chicago  at  $28.50  brought 
the  highest  price  at  that  market  in  five 
weeks.  At  most  markets  Choice  steers  bulked 
at  $24.00-26.00  and  brought  $25.75-27.25  on 
the  high  close  in  Chicago  when  numerous  loads 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  earned  $27.50-28.00. 


Most  Good  steers  $21.00-24.50.  Several  loads 
high-Choice  and  Prime  heifers  $27.00-27.25 
in  Kansas  City  and  Omaha.  Bulk  Choice  heifers 
$23.50-26.00,  Good  largely  $21.00-24.50. 
Utility  and  Commercial  cows  $14.50-17.50, 
Canners  and  Cutters  $12.00-15.00.  Prime  vealers 
cashed  at  $37.00  in  So.  St.  Paul  as  well  as  at 
St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves 
at  terminal  markets  were  seasonally  moderate 
but  even  so  were  somewhat  larger  than  either 
of  the  two  previous  weeks  when  the  year  end 
holidays  influenced  still  further  curtailment 
in  marketings.  As  usually  is  the  case  at  this 
time  of  year,  Medium  to  low-Choice  offerings 
predominated  with  a  large  percent  of  the 
steers  in  a  600-900#  weight  range.  Recent  up- 
turns in  slaughter  cattle  prices  stimulated 
increased  interest  in  stockers  and  feeders  and 
trading  generally  was  fairly  active  at  prices 
unevenly  steady  to  50^  higher.  Adverse  winter 
weather  conditions  tended  to  slow  early  week 
trading  at  some  terminals  but  at  all  of  the 
principal  midwest  centers  prices  were  main- 
tained on  at  least  a  steady  basis  while  at 
Oklahoma  City  most  sales  were  steady  to  weak. 
Apparently  some  cattle  feeders  have  a  more 
optimistic  opinion  of  where  slaughter  cattle 
prices  will  be  maintained  in  the  next  several 
months  than  was  the  case  several  weeks  ago 
when  a  consistently  bearish  demand  for  slaugh- 
ter cattle  prompted  heavy  marketings  of  short- 
feds  accompanied  by  only  a  limited  demand  for 
replacements  at  the  prices  then  prevailing. 
In  contrast,  recent  strengthening  prices  for 
slaughter  cattle  have  influenced  a  growing 
demand  for  fleshy  950-1000#  cattle  suitable  for 
an  additional  short  turn  in  the  f eedlot  and  such 
kinds  at  times  shared  in  the  full  50£  upturn. 
However,  since  not  many  were  of  the  right 
weight  and  quality  to  seriously  interest  fin- 
ishers only  a  moderate  number  of  partly  fattened 
steers  950#  up  went  back  for  additional  feed- 
ing. 

Few  Choice  750-800#  feeder  steers  brought 
$25.00-25.75,  majority  Good  and  Choice  800-1000# 
$21.50-24.50;  limited  number  Good  1000-1050# 
$20.50-21.00.  Common  and  Medium  feeders 
sold  from  $16.50-20.50.  Good  and  Choice  year- 
ling stock  steers  brought  $22.00-26.00,  few 
up  to  $27.00  and  package  Choice  516#  $28.00. 
Good  and  Choice  650-775#  feeder  heifers  in- 
limited  supply  from  $21.00-23.00.  Good  and 
Choice  steer  calves  brought  $23.50-32.50, 
mostly  $26.00-30.00.  Good  and  Choice  heifer 
calves  brought  $22.00-27.00,  few  $28.00. 
Medium  and  Good  stock  cows  were  in  meager 
supply  at  $13.00-18.00,  largely  $14.00-16.50. 
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HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Marketings  at 
the  12  markets  for  the  first  week  of  the  new 
year  showed  a  24  percent  increase  over  the 
previous  holiday-shortened  week  and  a  22  per- 
cent increase  over  the  same  week  a  year  ago. 
Bulk  of  receipts  were  consignments  of  mixed 
U.  S.  No.  1-3  and  No.  2-3  200-260#  barrows 
and  gilts  although  at  many  Western  Corn  Belt 
markets  increased  numbers  over  260#  were 
offered.  Average  weight  of  barrows  and  gilts 
also  was  seasonally  heavier  with  the  average 
weight  at  Omaha  near  241#  or  about  5#  heavier 
than  the  previous  week.  Sows  made  up  between 
6-12  percent  of  the  receipts.  Price  trends 
followed  a  somewhat  uneven  course  during  the 
week.  At  most  markets  prices  were  higher 
early  under  the  influence  of  moderate  receipts 
and  higher  prices  on  dressed  pork.  Price 
downturns  were  general  Thursday  on  increased 
receipts  but  some  strength  again  developed  on 
Friday.  Compared  with  the  previous  week' s 
close,  barrows  and  gilts  were  mostly  25-75/ 
higher,  and  as  much  as  $1.00  up  at  Chicago 
and  St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards,  and  steady 
to  25/  higher  at  St.  Paul.  Good  demand  pre- 
vailed for  sows  all  week  and  prices  were 
steady  to  $1.00  higher. 

At  the  close  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3,  190- 
250#  barrows  and  gilts  bulked  at  $11.75-12.75, 
No.  1,  and  No.  1  and  2,  selected  lots  190- 
230#,  many  of  these  sorted  for  grade  and  weight 
uniformity,  brought  $12.50-13.25.  Mixed  U.  S. 
1-3,  270-400#  sows  bulked  at  $9.50-10.50  at 
most  markets. 

At  So.  St.  Paul  and  Memphis  feeder  pigs 
sold  steady  throughout  the  week  but  advanced 
fully  50/  at  Sioux  City.  Good  and  Choice 
feeder  pigs  at  So.  St.  Paul  sold  at  $10.00- 
10.50.  Medium  and  Good  130-160#  offerings 
at  Sioux  City  sold  at  $10.00-10.50,  Good 
$10.75.  At  Memphis  Medium  and  Good  40-l00# 
feeders  sold  at  $5.00-8.00. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3,  live  basis  200-220#  bar- 
rows and  gilts  was  83/  per  cwt.  based  on 
wholesale  carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at 
Chicago  December  30,  1959  to  January  6,  1960 
inclusive . 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  One  of  the  largest  weekly  receipts  in 
four  years  moved  at  higher  prices  in  the 
Interior  area  as  upward  price  trends  and  a 
good  movement  of  dressed  pork  products  stimu- 
lated the  trade.  Closing  butcher  prices  as 
compared  with  Thursday  of  the  previous  week 
were  mainly  25-35/  higher;  sows  fully  25/ 
higher.  U.  S.  No.  1-3  190-240#  butchers  sold 
late  from  $10.85-12.25,  bulk  $11.25-12.00. 
Occasional  No.  1  and  2  selected  lots  earned 
$12.25-12.50.  Mixed  No.  1-3  270-400#  sows 
cashed  at  $8.75-10.25,  few  No.  1  and  2  sows 
under  300#  $10.25-10.50;  tf.  S.  1-3  4O0-550# 
sows  sold  at  $7.25-9.00. 


SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  The  12  market  receipts 
were  40  percent  greater  than  the  previous  week 
but  17  percent  less  than  the  same  period  last 
year.  Trading  was  fairly  active  with  price 
advances  recorded  on  all  classes.  Slaughter 
lamb  prices  were  steady  to  $1.25  higher,  a 
large  share  50/-$1.00  up;  slaughter  ewes  steady 
to  $1.00  higher;  feeder  lambs  steady  to  $1.25 
higher,  mostly  50/-$1.25  up.  Bulk  Good  and 
Choice  80-115#  wooled  slaughter  lambs  sold 
from  $17.50-19.50,  most  sales  $18.00  up. 
Choice  wooled  lambs  earned  $18.50-20.00,  mostly 
$19.00-19.50.  Utility  and  Good  wooled  lambs 
brought  $16.50-18.00.  Bulk  Good  and  Choice 
80-110#  shorn  with  No.  1  and  Fall  pelts 
brought  $16.50-18.00.  Mostly  Choice  shorn 
lambs  earned  $18.00-18.50.  Scattered  sales 
of  Utility  and  Good  shorn  slaughter  yearlings 
brought  $12.00-15.00.  Cull  to  Choice  wooled 
slaughter  ewes  sold  from  $3.00-7.00.  Good  and 
Choice  70-85#  feeder  lambs  sold  from  $16.50- 
18.50,  Choice  76#  feeders  earned  $19.00  at  So. 
St.  Paul  and  a  1,780  head  string  Good  and  Choice 
86#  feeders  reached  $19.25  at  Denver.  Medium 
and  Good  feeders  ranged  from  $15.00-17.00. 

Trading  on  slaughter  lambs  was  fairly 
active  in  the  Interior  Iowa-So.  Minnesota  area 
with  higher  prices  from  midweek  on.  For  the 
week,  wooled  slaughter  lambs  were  fully  50/ 
higher,  shorn  lambs  strong  to  mostly  50/ 
higher,  and  slaughter  ewes  steady.  Late  in 
the  week,  Good  and  Choice  wooled  slaughter 
lambs  usually  90-105#  sold  from  $17.50- 
18.50  with  Choice  at  $18.50-19.00.  Good,  and 
mixed  Good  and  Choice  wooled  lambs  105-115# 
brought  $16.50-18.00.  Good  and  Choice  shorn 
No.  1  and  Fall  shorn  pelt  lambs  usually  under 
100#  earned  $16.50-17.50  with  Choice  at  $17.50- 
18.00.  Cull  to  Choice  wooled  slaughter  ewes 
brought  $2.00-5.00.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 


Trading  in  the  Boston  wool  market  was 
9low  as  the  holidays  ended.  However,  some 
woolen  and  worsted  type  pulled  wools  sold 
at  slightly  higher  prices.  A  few  lots  of 
Australian  noils  sold  at  steady  prices. 
Activity  in  the  domestic  markets  was  dull, 
apparently  awaiting  the  start  of  contract- 
ing of  the  new  clip  in  the  West. 

The  Dominion  markets  opened  Thursday, 
January  7  at  East  London  and  Durban  and 
will  resume  January  11  in  Australia.  The 
Montevideo  market  resumed  trading  with  most 
interest  being  in  60/64e  super  skirted 
wools. 

Trading  on  carpet  wools  was  slow  but 
prices  remained  firm  in  the  primary  markets 
and  in  Boston.  January  13th  opens  the 
Liverpool  sales  of  India  wools  with  an 
offering  of  7,290  bales  which  includes 
2,825  Afghans. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Several  cars  of  Minne- 
sota quarter-blood  sold  at  59/  in  the 
grease  with  an  estimated  clean  price  of 
$1.09.  Good  medium  lambs  wool  was  sold  at 
85-88/  clean,  while  two  cars  of  good  length 
Ohio  lambs  brought  52/  in  the  grease  and 
was  estimated  to  cost  clean  about  91/. 

Territory  Wools  -  There  was  no  reported 
movement  of  Territory  wools. 

Texas  Wools  -  No  sales  of  Texas  wools 
have  been  reported  since  the  holiday  season. 

Mohair  -  Trading  on  mohair  was  ex- 
tremely limited. 

Foreign  Wools  -  The  Australian  market 
opens  January  11.  prices  opened  Jan.  7  on 
the  Cape  market  on  the  same  basis  as  it 
closed  in  December.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 
EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Trading  on  fresh  meats 
was  very  active  at  most  large  consuming  cen- 
ters along  the  Eastern  Seaboard  and  prices 
advanced.  Supplies  of  most  classes  were  fully 
normal.  However,  veal  and  calf  receipts  were 
small  and  inadequate  for  trade  requirements 
at  some  points.  Lamb  unloads  at  New  York 
were  rather  conservative,  but  some  cars  that 
arrived  late  in  the  previous  week,  were  pur- 
posely carried  over  and  swelled  the  available 
supply  to  normal.  Demand  was  broad  for  most 
meats,  particularly  on  veal  and  calf,  and 
also  for  lamb  50#  down.  Beef  outlet  was 
well  balanced  for  carcasses  and  wholesale 
cuts;  rounds  and  chucks  were  forerunners  at 
New  York,  and  advances  more  than  offset  de- 
clines on  ribs,  plates  and  briskets,  while  at 
that  market  demand  was  rather  poor  for  Prime 
steer  beef  cuts.  Virtually  all  pork  cuts 
met  good  distribution  at  the  several  markets. 
Clearance  of  all  classes  was  very  good  at 
Eastern  Seaboard  markets;  in  fact,  there  was 
some  advanced  selling  of  meats  at  New  York, 
out  of  cars  scheduled  for  arrival  early  next 
week. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:  Steer 
beef  prices  were  steady  to  $2.00  higher,  the 
bulk  at  New  York,  5O0-$1.OO  higher,  and  the 
full  advance  at  Washington.  Cow  beef  prices 
were  steady  to  $2.00  higher;  veal  was  sharply 
higher  in  most  instances,  with  advances 
ranging  from  $2.00-5.00  at  all  markets.  Lamb 
sold  steady  to  $2.00  higher  at  Baltimore  and 
Philadelphia,  $1.00-2.00  higher  at  Washington, 
and  at  New  York  lamb  advanced  $2.00-4.00. 
Pork  loin  prices  were  steady  to  $3.00  higher, 
with  the  upturn  confined  to  the  Washington 
and  New  York  markets.  Other  fresh  pork  cuts 
sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher. 

CHICAGO  -  Supplies  of  steer  and  heifer 
beef  and  fresh  pork  were  near  normal  early  in 
the  week  but  moderate  late.  Steer  and  heifer 
beef  weighing  under  700#  was  insufficient  for 
outlet  in  some  instances.  Receipts  of  lamb 
and  veal  were  moderate.  Trading  was  fairly 
active  on  all  fresh  meats  and  prices  advanced. 
Trading  was  active  .for  beef  rounds  with  de- 
mand good.  Movement  of  beef  chucks  slowed  as 
the  week  progressed,  however,  prices  were 
little  changed.  Lamb  hindsaddles  and  ribs 
cleared  well,  but  stews  and  shoulders  were  rath- 
er slow.  Compared  to  the  previous  week's  close: 
Steer  and  heifer  beef  $1.00-2.00  higher;  cow 
beef  steady  to  $1.00  higher;  veal  $2.00-4.00 
higher,  lamb  $1.00-2.50  higher;  pork  loins 
8-16#  $2.00-4.00  higher;  Boston  butts  4-8# 
$1.00-1.50  up  j  spareribs  3#  and  down  fully 
steady. 


PACIFIC  COAST  -  Supplies  of  steer  beef 
650#  up  was  moderate  with  receipts  of  steer 
beef  under  650#  and  cow  beef  rather  small. 
Overall  beef  supply  was  the  smallest  in 
several  weeks.  Receipts  of  calf  and  veal 
was  rather  small,  with  volume  of  lamb  also 
limited  and  not  quite  adequate  for  a  fairly 
good  movement.  Trading  was  fairly  active 
for  all  railstocks.  Fresh  pork  supplies 
were  moderate  but  about  adequate  for  a  fair 
demand.  Smoked  meats  continued  liberal  and 
trading  was  slow. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week's  close: 
Steer  beef  steady  to  $1.00  higher;  cow  beef 
strong  to  $3.00  higher;  calf  and  veal  steady 
to  $3.00  higher;  lamb  strong  to  $5.00  higher, 
the  greatest  advance  at  Los  Angeles;  fresh 
pork  loins  steady  to  $2.00  higher;  other 
fresh  pork  steady  to  $1.00  higher  except  for 
fresh  skinned  hams  instances  $1.00  lower  at 
Los  Angeles;  smoked  skinned  hams  $1.00-5.00 
lower;  other  smoked  meats  and  lard  about 
steady. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 
Trading  on  carlots  of  beef  and  lamb 
was  rather  slow  at  several  centers  on  Men- 
day  but  fairly  active  at  most  points  later 
in  the  week.  At  Chicago,  moderate  supplies 
late  in  the  week  were  insufficient  for  trade 
requirements  in  instances.  However,  at 
Denver  and  Omaha,  trading  on  steer  carcasses 
weighing  over  800#  was  slow  throughout  the 
period.  At  Chicago  steer  beef  closed  $1.00- 
2.00  higher  for  the  week.  Good  and  Choice 
steer  beef  sold  mostly  500  higher  at  New 
York  while  the  small  volume  of  Prime  sold 
$1.00  lower.  Choice  steer  beef  closed  mostly 
$1.00  higher  at  Omaha  with  Good  steady  to 
500  up,  instances  $1.00  up  on  Good  under 
700#.  At  Denver  steer  beef  under  800#  sold 
$1.00-1.50  higher,  over  800#  steady  to  500 
higher.  Prices  at  Philadelphia  were  strong 
to  $1.00  higher.  Heifer  beef  sold  $1.00- 
2.00  higher  at  Chicago  and  advanced  $1.00- 
1.50  at  Omaha  and  Denver.  Lamb  sold  $1.00- 
2.00  higher  at  Chicago  and  Denver  and 
largely  $1.00  up  at  other  points.,

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Summary 

The  period  of  seasonally  large  livestock  marketings  and  declining  prices  has 
passed.  Slaughter  this  winter  will  be  down  from  recent  months  but  above  last  winter. 
Continued  liberal  marketings  of  fed  cattle  will  hold  total  cattle  slaughter  equal  to 
or  above  last  winter.  Slaughter  of  hogs  will  decrease,  as  usual,  but  will  stay  above 
last  year.  However,  the  difference  between  this  year's  hog  slaughter  and  the  1959 
rate  will  narrow  sharply  and  by  spring  slaughter  could  be  close  to  year-earlier 
levels.  Sheep  and  lamb  slaughter  this  winter  will  likely  be  less  than  the  relatively 
large  slaughter  of  last  winter. 

The  1959  fall  pig  crop  was  up  2  percent  and  producers  planned  December  1  to  re- 
duce the  spring  crop  sharply  ~  11  percent.  The  planned  reduction  was  somewhat 
greater  for  early  farrowings.  On  December  1  producers  in  9  of  the  Corn  Belt  States 
reported  the  number  of  hogs  over  6  months  of  age,  excluding  the  number  of  sows  in- 
tended for  spring  farrowings,  was  about  8  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier.  The 
number  of  pigs  3  to  6  months  of  age  was  up  2  percent.  This  indicates  that  hog 
slaughter  during  the  early  part  of  1960  will  be  above  1959  but  by  the  end  of  the 
year  will  be  substantially  less  than  the  previous  year. 

Farmers1  prices  for  hogs  reached  a  seasonal  low  of  $11.20  per  100  pounds  in  mid- 
December,  down  $6.30  from  a  year  earlier.  Market  prices  were  relatively  steady  in 
late  December  and  some  seasonal  rise  is  expected  early  this  winter.  A  downturn  is 
probable  later  when  marketings  from  the  fall  pig  crop  are  largest  but  a  strong 
seasonal  upturn  is  likely  in  late-spring.  Prices  of  hogs  during  the  last  half  of 
1960  will  likely  be  above  1959. 

Cattle  slaughter  was  above  a  year  ago  in  the  final  Z  months  of  1959  after  lagging 
behind  a  year  earlier  for  approximately  Z  years.  Calf  slaughter  in  commercial  plants 
was  also  near  the  previous  year's  rate  for  the  first  time  since  the  fall  of  1957. 
These  developments  reflect  a  continued  high  rate  of  fed  cattle  marketings  plus  some 
slackening  in  withholdings  for  herd  expansion.  Fed  cattle  will  make  up  the  bulk  of 
slaughter  supplies  this  winter  and  spring  and  will  continue  large  throughout  the  year. 
However,  marketing  of  grass  cattle  next  summer  and  fall  will  likely  be  moderately 
larger  than  during  these  seasons  in  1959. 

Sheep  and  lamb  slaughter  has  been  significantly  larger  than  a  year  earlier  since 
July.  As  the  1959  lamb  crop  was  up  only  Z  percent,  slaughter  this  winter  is  expected 
to  drop  below  last  winter.  Price  advances  will  be  moderated  by  liberal  supplies  of 
competing  meats,  but  prices  should  soon  rise  seasonally  up  to  or  a  little  above  last 
winter. 

Consumers  will  pay  less  for  pork,  and  probably  a  little  less  for  beef,  this 
winter  than  last.  Late  in  1960,  retail  pork  prices  will  likely  be  above  year-earlier 
prices,  but  beef  will  continue  at  or  a  little  below  a  year  earlier. 

Imports  of  meat,  largely  for  processing,  were  record  large  in  1959  though  in  the 
final  quarter  they  were  below  a  year  earlier.  Imports  will  probably  continue  large 
during  1960  but  below  1959  levels.  Domestic  production  of  the  classes  imported  is 
not  expected  to  increase  greatly.  The  Tariff  Commission  has  been  asked  to  investigate 
the  effects  of  increased  imports  of  lamb  and  mutton  and  sheep  and  lambs. 

During  the  fall  period  of  heavy  marketings  in  late  1959,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  purchased  approximately  70.2  million  pounds  of  meat  products  with  about 
30.8  million  dollars  of  Section  32  funds  which  the  Congress  had  directed  to  be  used 
to  procure  supplies  for  the  National  School  Lunch  Program.  Purchases  include  18.5 
million  pounds  of  ground  pork,  27.0  million  pounds  of  canned  pork  and  gravy,  24.3 
million  pounds  of  ground  beef  and  0.4  million  pounds  of  ground  lamb. 
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SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  ON  FEED  DOWN  7  PERCENT 

The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  for  market  on  January    1  was  7  per- 
cent less  than  a  year  earlier,    according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   The  numbei 
is  estimated  at  4,  140,  000  head--308,  000  head  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

Weather  conditions  to  January  1  in  some  parts  of  the  country  were  unfavor- 
able.    Forage  was  short  in  the  West  and  the  Western  Corn  Belt.     Volunteer  wheat 
pasture  provided  very  little  fall  pasture  and  most  seeded  wheat  was  planted  too 
late  to  provide  fall  and  winter  grazing  in  the  Central  Plains.     However,   feed 
supplies  were  generally  abundant  in  the  Eastern  Corn  Belt. 

The  average  price  of  good  and  choice  feeder  lambs  at  Denver  averaged 
$19.25  per  100  pounds  in  early  October.     Prices  declined  steadily  through  Octo- 
ber,  November,   and  December,    and  price    averaged  $17.  52  at  Denver  during 
the  week  ending  December  26,    1959,    Sheep  and  lamb  slaughter  during  September 
through  November  1959  averaged  12  percent  above  the  same  period  a  year  earlier, 

CORN  BELT  STATES  DOWN  7  PERCENT 

In  the  North  Central  States  the  2,  466,  000  sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  were  7 
percent  less  than  the  2,  659,  000  head  on  feed  January  1,    1959.     Ohio.   Michigan, 
Minnesota,   and  Iowa  were  the  only  North  Central  States  with  an  increase  from 
a  year  earlier  in  the  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  feed.     The  sharpest  decline 
was  in  Kansas  where  numbers  were  37  percent  below  the  previous  year.     In 
Kansas  the  available  grazing  on  wheat  pastures  was  largely  confined  to  the  west- 
ern third  of  the  State. 

The  increases  were  Ohio,  5  percent;  Minnesota  and  Iowa,  each  4  percent; 
and  Michigan,  2  percent.  Decreases  in  addition  to  Kansas  ranged  from  13  per- 
cent in  Illinois  to  2  percent  in  Nebraska. 

Shipments  of  "feeder  sheep  and  iambs  into  9  of  the  Corn  Belt  States  for  which 
data  are  available  totaled  1,  992,  776  head  from  July  through  November  1959. 
This  was  3  percent  less  than  for  the  same  period  of  1958. 

WESTERN  STATES  DOWN  6  PERCENT 

Sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  in  the  11  Western  States  totaled  1,  383,  000  head-- 
6  percent  less  than  the  1,  466,  000  head  on  feed  a  year  earlier.  Decreases  were 
shown  in  Montana,  Idaho,    Wyoming,  New  Mexico,   Utah,   and  Nevada.    These  de- 
creases  were  only  partially  offset  by  increases  in  the  other  Western  States. 

In  Colorado,  the  main  feeding  State,   the  555,000  head  on  feed  January  1  were 
3  percent  more  than  the  540,  000  head  on  feed  a  year  earlier.  The  increase  was 
generally  in  Northern  Colorado,   with  only  a  slight  increase  indicated  in  the  Arkan- 
sas Valley.  In  California  the  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  at  311,  000  head 
was  "6  percent  more  than  the  293,  000  head  on  feed  on  January  1,    1959.
